Gentlemen, — 

1 beg  to1  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1914, 
the  twenty-sixth  since  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
It  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  which  prescribe  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  he 
shall  include  in  his  Annual  Report  particulars  relating  to  : — 

(a)  Natural  and  Social  conditions  of  the  District. 

(b)  Sanitary  circumstances,  Water  Supply,  Drainage  and 

Sewerage,  Closet  Accommodation,  Scavenging,  Sanitary 
Inspections  of  the  District,  Premises  controlled  by  bye- 
laws and  regulations,  and  Schools. 

(c)  Food  supply,  including  Milk  Supply,  Other  Foods,  and 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

(d)  Housing  and  particulars  relating  to  the  growth  of  Working 

Class  Dwellings  in  relation  to  the 'growth  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  District. 
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(e)  Woikshops,  Workplaces. 

(t  ) Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District.

AREA  AND  PHYSICAL  CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  Sanitary  District  of  Barry  comprises  an  area  of 
4,104  acres,  of  which  about  one-third  is  built  upon.  No1  change  has 
taken  place  during  the  year  affecting  the  area  of  the;  district. 

The  site  upon  which  the  town  is  built  rises  gradually  from  sea 
level  to  an  elevation  of  about  300  feet.  The  general  contour  of  the 
district  is  of  a hilly  nature. 

The  nature  of  the  soil — except  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
district  and  Barry  Island,  where  marl  and  mountain  limestone  are 
found — consists  entirely  of  lias  limestone,  covered  with  a thin  layer 
of  clay. 

OCCUPATION  OF  INHABITANTS. 

No  fresh  industrial  development  has  occurred  during  1914, 
affecting  the  inhabitants  of  the  district.  As  I pointed  out  in  previous 
Annual  Reports,  the  work  is  chiefly  connected  with  Shipping,  Coal 
Exporting,  Ship  Repairing,  Railway  Work,  and  Flour  Milling. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  position  of  Barry  lends  itself  to  rapid  and  effective  deal- 
ing with  sewage  disposal.  In  th  e year  1891,  egg-shaped  Outfall 
Sewers  were  constructed,  one  discharging  at  the  Bendrick  Rocks  in 
the  eastern  portion  of  the  district,  and  the  other  at  the  Old  Harbour 
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in  the  western  portion,  both  discharging  into  the  sea  at  these  points 
below  low-water  mark.  It  was  thought  at  the  time  of  the  construc- 
tion of  these  sewers  that  some  of  the  sewage  might  be  returned  by 
the  incoming  tide.  This  did  not  prove  to  be  the  case.  No  com- 
plaints have  been-  received,  and  no-  evidence  of  any  of  the  sewage 
being  deposited  above  high-water  mark  has  been  discovered. 

The  main  and  branch  sewers  are  practically  self-cleansing, 
and,  owing  to  the  hilly  nature  of  the  district,  it  has  not  been  found 
necessary  to-  adopt  anv  means  of  aiding  the  flow  of  sewage,  excepting 
in  one  instance,  where  the  land  is  very  flat. 


HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  removal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse  is  carried  out  daily, 
and  destroyed  by  burning  at  the  Refuse  Destructor.  The  Destructor 
is  of  the  Hughes  and  Stirling  type,  and  was  constructed  in  1901,  at 
the  cost  of  about  ^9,000.  Its  cells  are  capable  of  destroying  30  tons 
of  refuse  daily. 

The  whole  of  the  building  and  grounds  are  lit  by  Electric 
Light,  which  is  generated  by  steam  power  raised  in  the  destruction 
of  the  refuse. 

The  surplus  power  is  used  for  providing  Electric  Light  and 
Water  Heating  for  the  Slaughterhouse. 

During  the  year,  6,379  tons  °f  refuse  was  destroyed. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Barry  has  four  Hospitals,  which  are  rate  supported,  viz.,  Accident 
and  Surgical  Hospital/  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Small  Pox 
Hospital,  and  a joint  Hospital  with  Cardiff  for  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever 
and  Plague. 
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ACCIDENT  AND  SURGICAL  HOSPITAL. 

This  Hospital  has  been  of  much  value  (luring  the  year,  for,  apart 
front  the  reception  of  accident  cases  operations  are  performed  on 
School  Children  for  Adenoids,  Enlarged  Tonsils,  Ear  Discharges, 
and  X-Ray  treatment  for  Ringworm  given. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-three  accidents  and  surgical  cases  were  . 
treated,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  operations  in  connection  with 
the  School  Clinic  performed  during  the  year. 


THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  was  opened  for  the  reception 
of  patients  in  the  latter  part  of  1912.  During  last  year,  two  hundred 
and  sixty -eight  cases  were  treated  there,  one  hundred  and  thirty  being 
Diphtheria,  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  Scarlet  Fever,  and  fifteen 
Enteric  Fever. 

The  accommodation,  after  the  experience  ot  two>  years  working, 
has  been  found  to  be  insufficient,  and  the  Council  have  decided  to  erect 
additional  wards  and  other  buildings  at  a cost  of  about  ^5,000. 

When  this  is  completed,  the  Hospital  will  consist  of  three  blocks, 
each  having  two  wards,  a kitchen,  bath  rooms,  and  other  Sanitary 
arrangements. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  closet  accommodation  of  the  district  is  satisfactory,  and  with 
very  few  exceptions  is  of  the  Water  Closet  type. 

The  fact  that  Barry  is  a new  town,  built  within  the  last  thirty  years, 
accounts  for  the  reason  that  very  few  of  the  older  types  of  Sanitary 
Appliances  are  in  existence,  and  that  the  system  of  drainage  is  one  of 
the  best  possible. 
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It  would  be  difficult  to  find  any  town  built  in  the  short  space  of 
time  Barry  has  been  built  hi,  without  discovering  many  of  the  slipshod 
methods  of  workmanship  which  speculative  builders  employ,  but  1 am 
convinced  that  within  very  few  years,  practically  all  defects  of  the 
type  mentioned  will  be  remedied. 

The  closet  accommodation  consists  of  six  thousand  four  hundred 
and  fifty-one  Water  Closets,  twelve  Privies,  and  eighteen  Closets  drain- 
ing into  cesspools. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  is  of  a hard  nature,  and  that  is  the  principal  reason 
why  my  Council  has  been  considering  the  advisability  of  securing  a 
softer  and  more  suitable  supply. 

The  water  ;s  chemically  and  bacteriologically  examined 
quarterly. 


HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  past  three  years,  houses  for  the  working  classes  have 
become  scarce,  and  the  Council,  to  meet  this  shortage  of  suitable  dwell- 
ings are  erecting  twenty-four  houses — twelve  in  the  west  part  of  the 
district,  and  twelve  in  the  centre.  Plans  have  also  been  prepared  for 
more  houses  at  a lower  rent  than  those  which  are  now  being  built ; when 
these  are  completed,  a long-felt  want  will  be  completed.  At  the  pre- 
sent time,  no  doubt,  there  is  some  overcrowding  amongst  the  poorer 
classes.

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In  the  foregoing  Table  the  Census  for  1911  gives  particulars  as 
to  the  number  of  Males  and  Females  in  each  Ward  for  the.  years 
1901  and  1911  ; also  the  number  of  families  and  separate  occupiers. 
The  population  increased  24.9  per  cent,  between  1901  and  1911, 
representing  6,737  persons;  and  in  all  Wards,  excepting  the  Park, 
the  Males  outnumbered  the  Females. 

'There  are  only  about  40  houses  in  the  district  which  were  built 
prior  to  1885,  and  a number  of  these  houses  are  well  constructed 
buildings  in  the  outlying  district  connected  with  farms.

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  895  ; of 
these,  437  were  males  and  458  females,  being  an  increase  of  31  as 
compared  with  1913.  The  birth-rate  was  25.8  per  1,000,  compared 
with  24.7  for  the  previous  year. 
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The  birth-rate  during  the  past  few  years  has  gradually  decreased 
throughout  the  country.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table  VII.  that  in 
this  district,  in  the  year  1892  the  birth-rate  was  as  high  as  53.6  per 
x,ooo.

DEATHS. 

The  deaths  for  the  year  1914  numbered  401.  Of  this  number, 
217  were  males  and  184  females.  The  death-rate  was  11.5 
as  compared  with  9.5  in  the  year  1913. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases 
during  the  same  period  was  54,  being  an  increase  of  41,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year:  the  death-rate  working  out  at  1.55,  as  against 
0.3  in  the  previous  year.  Reference  to  the  Zymotic  death-rate  will 
explain  this  increase.

Shows  the  number  of  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  since  the  adoption  of  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  Act,  1899,  in  the  Barry  Urban  Sanitary  District. 
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From  the  preceding  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been 
notified  6,402  cases  of  infectious  diseases  since  the  adoption  of 
the  Act,  giving  an  average  of  256  cases  per  year.

THE  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THE  TOWN  AND 
SUMMARY  OF  WORK  PERFORMED  BY  THE 
SANITARY  INSPECTORS. 


The  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  houses  of  the  district  has  been 
carried  out  as  usual,  and  owing  to  the  condition  of  houses  in  several 
of  the  streets,  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  Inspection  of  the  same 
streets  two  and  three  times  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  to  carry 
out  duties  in  connection  with  the  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases 
Act : Common  Lodging  Houses,  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
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Orders,  Food  Supply,  Supervision  of  Drain  Testing,  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  ; Sanitary  condition  of  Schools  and  disinfection  of  same  after 
Infectious  Diseases;  Disinfection  of  Houses  and  Clothing,  etc., 
Removal  of  Cases  to  Hospital,  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts,  and  the 
Shop  Hours  Act. 


PRECAUTIONS  TAKEN  IN  CASE  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Immediately  a case  of  Infectious  Disease  is  reported  to  me,  one 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  visits  the  house  and  makes  inquiries  into 
the  ori  in  of  the  disease,  the  name  of  patient,  age,  occupation,  milk 
supply,  sanitary  surroundings  of  the  premises,  and  at  the  same  time 
supplies  the  patients  with  instructions  and  disinfectants,  and;  where 
found  necessary,  test  the  drains. 

During  the  illness  of  the  patients  the  Inspector  visits  the  house 
frequently  to  see  that  all  instructions  are  being  carried  out,  so  as  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  W:hen  the  Medical  Attendant 
certifies  that  the  patient  has  quite  recovered,  the  bedding,  clothes, 
etc.,  are  placed  in  the  room  which  the  patient  had  been  occupying, 
and  the  whole  are  thoroughly  disinfected  with  Sulphur  or  Formalin. 
In  all  c ases,  notices  are  sent  to  the  various  schools,  viz. , Council 
Schools,  Sunday  Schools,  Private  Schools,  also  to  the  Public  Library, 
Rates  Office,  Attendance  Officer,  School  Medical  Officer,  and 
Accident  and  Surgical  Hospital.  During  the  year  no  less  than  5,320 
notices  were  sent  in  connection  with  Infectious  Diseases,  to  the  various 
places  mentioned.

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Town  Planning  Act,  systematic  in- 
spection has  been  made,  and  139  houses  visited. 

In  no  instance  was  it  found  necessary  to  make  representations 
requiring  houses  to  be  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation,  but  during  the 
year  ten  houses  which  had  not  been  occupied  for  some  vears  were 
repaired  and  certified  as  fit  for  habitation. 

Thirty-seven  defects  which  did  not  render  houses  unfit  for  habita- 
tion were  discovered  in  houses,  and  steps  were  taken  to  have  these 
remedied.

DIPHTHERIA. 

Death-rate,  0.77  per  1,000. 

Two  hundred  and  five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during 
the  year,  compared  with  one  hundred  and  eighty  for  1913.  The  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  cases  is  difficult  to  explain,  but  in  several 
instances  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  discovered  in  the  Public 
Schools  and  contact  cases  from  these  traced.  No  doubt,  the  atmo- 
spheric conditions  were  responsible  for  a large  number  of  the  cases, 
as  the  disease  was  prevalent  throughout  the  county. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  for 
treatment,  and  the  remainder  dealt  with  at  their  own  homes. 
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ERYSIPELAS. 

Fifty-four  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  1914,  as  against 
forty-five  in  the  previous  year.  One  death  resulted  from  this  com- 
plaint. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Death-rate,  o.n  peT  1,000. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  prevalent  during  1914,  two'  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  cases  being  notified.  The  disease  was  of  a benign  type,  only  four 
deaths  resulting. 

Parents  have  not  yet  realised  (in  spite  of  the  advance  of  sanitary 
knowledge),  the  importance  of  paying  strict  attention  to  the  detection 
and  isolation  of  Scarlet  Fever.  In  many  instances  cases  were  visited 
when  the  patient  had  reached  the  peeling  stage  of  the  disease,  and 
further  cases  were  discovered  in  which  no  medical  practitioner  had  been 
consulted. 

During  the  year  123  cases  have  been  treated  at  the  Sanatorium. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Death-rate,  0.08  per  1,000. 

Twenty-six  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
year,  compared  with  seventeen  notified  during  1913;  three  deaths  re- 
sulted from  the  disease.  Eighteen  were  local  cases,  the  remainder 
being  persons  who  contracted  the  disease  away  from  this  district.  The 
deaths  were  in  cases  of  sailors,  who  were  not  notified  until  late  in  the 
disease,  and  treatment  of  little  avail. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Death-rate,  0.89. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  shows  a decrease  on  that 
of  1913,  being  one  hundred  and  twelve,  compared  with  one  hundred 
and  sixteen  for  the  previous  year. 
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A large  number  of  Tuberculous  patients  are  now  attending  the 
Accident  and  Surgical  Hospital  for  consultation  with  Dr.  Gilchrist,  the 
Tuberculosis  Physician  of  the  King  Edward  VII.  Memorial  Associa- 
tion, and  in  future  all  contacts  or  children  of  Tuberculous  parents  will 
be  noted  with  a view  of  having  them  examined,  so  that  if  Tuberculosis 
be  present  it  shall  be  detect,  d and  treated  in  its  early  stages. 


Practically  all  cases  of  the  disease  are  now  visited,  and  steps  are 
taken,  as  far  as  possible  to  insist  on  proper  and  adequate  isolation. 
Disinfectants  and  sputum  flasks  are  supplied  to-  all  applicants  who  will 
accept  them,  and  where  necessary  the  sputum  of  Tuberculous  and 
suspected  cases  is  sent  away  for  bacteriological  examination.

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Since  the  notification  of  this  malady,  1 1 cases  have  been  reported 
and  1 death  recorded.  All  cases  that  occur  are  visited  by  the  District 
Nurses. 


DIARRHOEA. 

Diarrhoea  was  not  prevalent  during  the  year,  only  two'  deaths 
resulting  therefrom.

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Death-rate,  0.3  per  1,000. 

Whooping  Cough  was  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  twelve 
deaths  resulting.  This  disease  is  treated  somewhat  lightly  by  parents, 
and  little  effort  is  made  to-  prevent  other  children  of  the  family  being 
affected. 

MEASLES. 

Death-rate,  0.2  per  1,000. 

Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  year, 
and  became  general  throughout'  the  district.  It  was  found  necessary, 
as  a precautionary  measure,  1x>  close  one  of  the  Infant  Schools,  and 
to  thoroughly  cleanse  and  disinfect  same. 

Eight  deaths  occurred  from  this  ailment,  all  the  children  being 
under  five  years  of  age. 


CANCER. 

Death-rate  per  1,000,  0.23. 

Twenty-eight  deaths  resulted  from  this  disease,  as  compared  with 
twenty-four  for  the  previous  year,  thirteen  being  Females  and  eleven 
Males.  This  intractable  disease,  apparently,  still  shows  a tendency 
to  increase. 

When  application  is  made,  disinfection  of  premises  and  clothing 
is  carried  out  in  any  case  of  death  from  cancer. 

PUBLIC  MORTUARY. 

The  Public  Mortuary  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  Court  Road,  and 
has  been  found  of  great  convenience.  During  the  year  26  bodies  were 
taken  there  to  await  inquests  or  burial. 

The  Mortuary  consists  of  two  rooms ; one  is  used  as  a post- 
mortem room,  and  the  other  for  the  depositing  of  bodies.  The  interior 
walls  are  of  glazed  bricks,  and  channelways  are  cut  in  the  cement  floor 
to  conduct  filth,  etc.,  to  drain  outside  the  buildings.  The  place  is 
kept  clean,  and  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
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PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  Public  Schools  were  frequently  visited  during  the  year,  and 
found  to  be  well  kept  and  clean. 

The  whole  of  the  Schools  are1  of  modem  construction,  and  are 
arranged  in  an  excellent  manner.  The  class-rooms  are  large,  well 
ventilated  and  lighted,  and  each  School  is  provided  with  a Central 
Hall,  as  set  out  in  the  Board  of  Education’s  requirements. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  are  good,  all  closets  and  urinals  being 
provided  with  satisfactory  flushing  apparatus.  The  drains  are  fitted 
with  inlet  and  outlet  ventilation,  and  are  suitable  in  every  way. 

The  playgrounds  are  asphalted,  and  shelters  are  provided  for  the 
use  of  the  children  during  inclement  weather. 


POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  rivers  or  streams  (of  which  we  have  only  four  small  ones)  have 
shown  any  evidence  of  pollution.

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 

The  Notification  of  Birlhs  Act  specifies  that  every  Medical 
iTactioner,  Midwife,  or  the  head  of  the  family,  must  notify  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  within  36  hours,  the  birth  of  any  child 
occurring  within  the  district. 

The  Act  was  adopted  in  March,  1908. 

The  Council  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Barry 
District;  Nursing  Association  to'  provide  nurses  to  visit  all  births 
immediately  they  are  notified,  and  to  instruct  the  mother  as  to  the 
feeding  and  care  of  the  infant. 

Particulars  are  also  taken  by  the  Nurse  as  to  the  occupation 
of  parents,  how  many  children  were  born  previously,  how  many  living, 
are  they  healthy,  how  many  died  under  one  year  of  age,  and  causes 
of  death. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  Nurses  made  five  visits  to  each 
case,  the  last  visit  being  when  the  child  is  one  year  of  age.  After  each 
visit  she  enters  upon  a card  the  progress  which  the  baby  is  making, 
satisfactory  or  otherwise.  These  cards  are  then  returned  to  me  with 
all  particulars  filled  in,  and  are  entered  in  a register  kept  for  the 
purpose. 

During  the  year,  I received  870  notifications,  29  from  Medical 
Practitioners,  841  from  Midwives. 

Eighty- nine  children  died  during  the  year  under  one  year  of  age.

DAIRY  COWS  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


Sir, 

During  the  year  II  made  172  visits  to  the  local  cowsheds,  and 
examined  1,712  cows.  I found  41  cows  with  diseased  udders,  chiefly 
catarrhal  mammitis.  In  all  these  cases  temporary  or  total  prohibition 
of  the  use  of  the  milk  was  ordered.  This  shows  an  increase  of  20 
affected,  compared  with  the  year  1913. 

Xo  case  of  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  was  discovered,  but  in  two< 
cows  immediately  outside  the  area  of  the  Barry  Urban  District 
Council  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  and  extensive  generalised  tubercu- 
losis was  diagnosed.  The  cows  were  reported  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  and  the  animals  destroyed ; the  milk  from  these  cows  was  being 
sold  in  the  district. 
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I am  pleased  to  report  that  in  most  cowsheds  efforts  are  made 
to  keep  cows’  udders  and  bodies  clean,  and  provision  made  for  wash- 
ing and  drying  the  hands  of  the  milkers  ; but  in  others  the  cows  are 
kept  less  clean  than  one  could  desire.

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MEAT  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Sir, 


During  the  year  I have  condemned  and  caused  to  be  destroyed  at 
the  Abattoir  and  butchers’  shops  10,267  lbs.  of  diseased  meat  and 
organs,  most  of  which  was  condemned  owing  to*  its  being  affected  with 
Tubercular  disease,  viz.,  6,619  lbs.  cows  were  found  affected  with 
Tubercular  disease  to  the  extent  of  10  per  cent.,  bulls  2 per  cent., 
steers  and  heifers  1.5  per  cent.,  and  pigs  2 per  cent. 

In  most  butchers'  shops  satisfactory  arrangements  are  made  to 
preserve  the  meat  during  hot  weather  by  means  of  cooling  chambers, 
and1  in  consequence  I have  had  only  on  few  occasions  to  condemn 
decomposed  and  tainted  meat.  Pickling  of  meat  is  far  from  satisfac- 
tory in  some  cases,  as  the  meat  is  allowed  to  become  tainted  before 
being  placed  in  the  pickle,  necessitating  destruction  of  the  meat  the 
butcher  desires  to  preserve.

The  following  particulars  have  been  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Pardo©, 
Surveyor  to  the  Council.  The  whole  of  the  work  was  carried  out  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Surveyors’  Department. 


BUILDINGS. 

Shelters  to  accommodate  1,000  to  1,500  people  have  been  com- 
pleted at  Whitmore  Bay,  Barry  Island,  at  the  cost  of  ,£1,235. 

A Manual  Instruction  Centre  has  been  erected  at  Cadoxton 
Schools  at  the  cost  of  ,£388. 

Various  improvements  in  connection  with  School  Buildings  have 
been  carried  out,  such  as  the  provision  of  new  store  rooms,  •removal 
of  galleries,  and  laying  down  wood-block  floors  in  class-rooms,  pro- 
vision of  soft  water  supply  to  domestic  centres,  conversion  of  heating 
system  at  Gladstone  Road  Infants’  School,  external  cementing  work, 
Headmaster’s  house,  High  Street,  etc. 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  erection  of  boundary  walls  at  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  to  enclose  additional  land  for  proposed 
future  extensions. 

About  500  lineal  yards  of  sewers  and  drains  have  been  completed 

during  the  year. 

Twenty-four  houses  are  in  course  of  erection  by  the  Council,  in 
Jewel  Street  and  Victoria  Road,  for  workmen’s  dwellings,  the  con- 
tract price  being  £5,326. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  BUILDINGS. 

The  housos  are  of  the  same  type . for  both  sites ; those  to 
be  erected  in  Jewel  Street  haw  a bay  window  to  the  front  bedroom  as 
well  as  to  the  parlour,  Victoria  Road  houses  only  having  the  ground 
floor  bay  window. 
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SITES. — The  houses  for  Jewel  Street  site  will  be  in  two  blocks, 
one  of  nine  and  the  other  of  three.  The  main  site  has  a frontage  of 
153  ft.,  and  the  smaller  site  51  ft.  frontage.  The  average  depth  of 
the  sites  is  84  ft.  The  main  site  adjoins  a 36-ft.  street,  and  has  a 
10-ft.  passage,  or  lane,  abutting  on  each  side,  and  also  at  the  rear. 
The  smaller  site  has  a 10-ft.  passsge  abutting  on  one  side;  the  other 
side  adjoins  an  existing  building,  and  there  is  a 10-ft.  lane  at  the  rear. 
All  the  street  works  are  completed  to  the  two  sites,  except  the  lane  at 
the  rear  of  the  smaller  site,  which  is  not  yet  made  up. 


The  houses  for  the  Victoria  Road  site  will  be  in  one  block  of  twelve 
houses,  the  frontage  being  204  feet  and  70  feet  depth.  The  site  is 
bounded  by  three  streets — Victoria  Road,  Willoughby  Street,  and 
Dunraven  Street — each  36  ft.  wide,  and  all  public  highways.  There 
is  a xo-ft.  lane  at  the  rear  of  the  site,  not  yet  made  up.  The  houses 
proposed  to  be  erected  have  16  ft.  6 in.  and  17  ft.  frontage  each,  and 
contain  the  following  accommodation  : —

Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 


TO  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


Sir,— 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1914. 

The  continued  increase  in  legislation  affecting  Public  Health 
matters,  together  with  the  amendments  of  the  various  Acts  already  in 
force,  have  added  greatly  to  the  duties  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and 
whereas  under  the  Acts  in  force  some  years  ago  only  the  general 
principles  of  Sanitation  were  required  to  be  attended  to,  at  the  present 
time  minute  details  are  required  on  almost  every  conceivable  point. 


The  Housing  problem,  so  acute  in  many  parts  of  the  country, 
but  not  so  acute  in  Barry,  is  one  that  needs  careful  attention.  House- 
to-house  Inspection  was  carried  out  in  a systematic  manner,  and  the 
numerous  structural  defects  discovered  remedied. 

NUISANCES. 

The  number  of  nuisances  discovered  during  1914  was  891. 

Written  notices  were  served  in  the  majority  of  cases,  requiring 
work  to  be  carried  out  to  abate  existing  nuisances. 


It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  any  legal  proceedings  for 
the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  Notifiable  Diseases  for  1914  has 
entailed  a great  amount  of  extra  work  in  the  visiting,  isolating,  and 
tracing  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases.  All  diseases  show  an  increase 
with  the  exception  of  Tuberculosis. 

Inasmuch  as  a large  proportion  of  cases  are  now  removed  to  Hos- 
pital, there  is  no  necessity  to  revisit  these  cases,  except  for  disinfection' 
and  information.  In  spite  of  this  fact,  the  number  of  visits  paid  to 
home-treated  cases  shows  an  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  between  the  nations  of  Europe, 
a large  number  of  soldiers  have  been  stationed  at  Barry,  and  although 
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at  one  time  no  fewer  than  2,000  soldiers  were  in  the  district,  no  single 
case  of  notihable  Infectious  Disease  appeared  among  the  troops. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  as  h.as  been  pointed 
out,  shows  a decrease,  but  the  number  of  applicants  for  benefit  as 
provided  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  has  increased,  no  fewer  than 
63  cases  have  been  inquired  into  and  the  information  forwarded  to  the 
Insurance  Committee. 


Cases  of  Tuberculosis  remaining  at  home  are  treated1  in  the 
ordinary  way,  disinfectants,  printed  instructions,  and  sputum  flasks 
being  supplied  upon  application. 


DRAIN  TESTING. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-seven  house  drains  were  tested  during 
the  year,  and  of  these  132  were  found  defective. 


The  Council  for  some  time,  past  have  been  considering  the  ques- 
tion of  systematic  testing  of  house  drains,  and  recommendation  has 
been  put  forward  with  this  end  in  view. 


In  the  Urban  District  Council  Act  for  1903,  a clause  has  been 
inserted  making  it  compulsory  for  all  drains  to  be  examined  after  being 
opened  out,  and  before  being  filled  in.  Such  a provision  is  an  ex- 
cellent one,  as  it  has  been  proved  times  out  of  number  that  drains  have 
been  opened  out  by  incompetent  persons  and  relayed  in  a very  un- 
satisfactory manner. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

The  bakehouses  generally  were  found  to  be  clean  and  well  kept, 
and  as  practically  the  whole  of  them  are  of  the  newest  type,  fewer 
dirty  bakehouses  are  found  than  was  formerly  the  case. 
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SHOPS  ACT,  1912. 

The  inspection  of  shops,  as  provided  by  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act,  has  been  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner  by  the  Shops 
Inspector.  The  remarks  of  my  former  report  still  apply  to  a large 
extent  to  the  conditions  now  existing. 

The  choice  for  the  half-day  closing  should  not  rest  with  the 
occupiers  of  any  particular  shop,  but  with  the  Local  Authority,  who 
could,  after  investigation,  state  and  fix  the  day  that  would  be  suitable 
to  the  majority  of  tradesmen. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  every  shop  must  be 
closed  for  the  serving  of  customers  after  1 p.m.  on  one  week-day  in 
each  week,  unless  it  is  connected  with  one  of  the  exempted  trades. 
The  class  of  premises  not  required  to  close  are  those  where  intoxicating 
liquors,  refreshments,  motor  accessories,  newspapers  and  periodicals, 
meat,  etc.,  tobacco  and  smokers’  requisites,  medicine,  medical  and 
surgical  appliances  are  sold,  except  in  the  case  of  a two-third’s  majority 
of  the  shopkeepers  in  any  of  these  classes  desiring  a weekly  half 
holiday,  when  the  Local  Authority  may  make  an  order  requiring  shops 
of  that  class  to  close  for  a weekly  half  holiday. 

At  the  present  time  the  closing  day  of  the  various  shops  range 
from  Monday  afternoon  to  Saturday  afternoon,  whereas,  if  one  par- 
ticular day  for  a certain  trade  were  selected  the!  Act  would  be  com- 
paratively easy  to  work.  The  right  of  choice  is  detrimental  to  the 
small  trader.  For  instance,  in  the  case  of  a person  occupying  more 
than  one  shop,  it  is  possible  to  defeat  absolutely  the  letter  and  spirit 
of  the  law,  as  such  a person  could  fix  different  days  for  each  shop,  and 
thus,  when  he  cannot  supply  from  one,  he  can  do  so  from  another,  and 
vice  versa. 

Every  shop  assistant  must  be  allowed  one  half-holiday  a week, 
and  four  persons  were  proceeded  against  during  the  year ; one  was  fined 
^1  and  costs,  two  were  fined  5s.,  and  one  ordered  to  pay  costs, 
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DISINFECTION. 


Five  hundred  and  sixty-five  houses  were  disinfected  during  the 
year;  also  2,410  articles  of  bedding  and  clothing,  and  large  number 
of  books. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Periodical  visits  were  made  to  all  shops  where  foodstuffs  are  sup- 
plied, and  various  articles  of  food  found  unfit  there  were  destroyed. 

There  were  no  nuisances  remaining  unabated  at  the  end  of  the 

year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 


Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
Year  1914. 

The  Port  Sanitary  District  of  Barry  was  constituted  in 
the  year  1893. 

The  Boundaries  of  the  District  are  divided  as  follows  : — • 

A straight  line  drawn  due  South  from  the  seaward  extremity 
of  the  common  boundary  of  the  Parishes  of  Sully  and 
Lavernock,  and  to  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port,  a straight 
line  drawn  due  South  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the 
common  boundary  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Athans  and  Llantwit 
Major1  to  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port,  and  a line  coinci- 
dent with  that  part  of  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port  which 
lies  between  the  points  at  which  the  straight  lines  herein- 
before mentioned  meet  such  boundary,  together  with  the 
waters  of  the  said  Port  of  Cardiff  within  such  limits,  and 


the  place  or  places  for  the  time  being  appointed  as  thei 
Customs’  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  part  of  the  said 
Port,  and  every  other  place  for  the  time  being  appointed  for 
the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said 
Port,  under  any  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  diseases,  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that 
behalf,  and  the  Docks,  Basins  Harbours  Creeks,  Rivers, 
Channels,  Roads,  Bays  and  Streams  belonging  to  such  part 
of  the  said  Port. 

The  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  prescribe 
with  regard  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  : 

“ That  he  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  to  be  made’  to 
“ the  end  of  December  in  each  year,  comprising  tabular 
“ statements  (as  far  as  he  shall  have  been  able  to  obtain  the 
“ neecssary  information)  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  of 
“ persons  on  shipboard  within  the  district,  classified 
“ according  to  diseases,  ages  and  vessels,  and  a summary 
“ of  the  action  taken  during  the  year  for  preventing  the 
“ spread  of  disease.  The  report  shall  also  contain  an 
“ account  of  the  proceedings  in  which  he  has  taken  part,  or 
“ advised  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  so  far  as  such 
“ proceedings  relate  to  conditions  dangerous  or  injurious  to 
“ health,  and  also  an  account  of  the  supervision  exercised 
“ by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  for  sanitary  purposes,  over 
“ places  and  vessels  that  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  has 
“ power  to  regulate,  with  nature  and  results  of  any  proceed- 
“ ings  which  may  have  been  so  required  and  in  respect  of  the 
“same  during  the  year.” 

The  Report  shall  also  include  an  account  of  the  proceedings 
taken  or  advised  under  the  Acts,  Orders  and  Regulations  relating  to 
the  examination  of  foods  within  the  Port. 

This  report  is,  therefore,  made  in  accordance  with  the  above 
regulations. 
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CHOLERA  REGULATIONS. 

The  precautions  necessary  to  prevent  importation  of  cases  of 
Cholera  have  been  strictly  observed.  The  Cholera  Regulations  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  have  been  enforced,  and  all  measures  taken 
to  avoid  the  introduction  of  the  disease. 

Ail  vessels  arriving  in  Barry,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  from 
an  infected  port  have  reecived  special  attention. 

The  inspection  of  vessels  immediately  upon  approach  to  the 
docks  has  been  continuous,  thus  making  the  precautionary  measures 
prompt  and  efficient. 

No  infected  vessel  entered  the  port,  and  no  case  of  Cholera 
occurred  on  any  vessel  after  arrival. 

The  master  of  every  vessel  from  foreign  ports  fills  up  and  signs  a 
certificate,  giving  all  particulars  of  any  sickness  which  may  have 
occurred  on  board,  when  at  sea  or  while  at  any  ports  of  call  during  the 
voyage. 


PLAGUE  PRECAUTIONS. 

Plague  has  been  prevalent  during  the  year  in  several  foreign 
countries.  Some  Indian  and  other  Eastern  port-,  are  hardly  ever  free 
from  this  dangerous  infectious  disease. 

The  number  of  vessels  trading  to  and  from  infected  ports  is  con- 
siderable, thus  making  strict  and  efficient  measures  against  the  in- 
fection of  Plague  being  introduced  very  neecssary. 

No  precaution  has  been  neglected  to  ensure  the  freedom  of  the 
port  from  infection. 
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The  T --oca  1 Government  Board  Regulations  have  been  carried  out 
with  great  care,  and  no'  case  of  Blague  was  found  on  any  vessel  upon 
arrival,  nor  did  any  sickness  of  the  nature  of  Plague  occur  upon  ships 
during  their  stay  at  Barry. 


DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS. 

Rats  are  proved  to  be  the  medium  by  which  Plague  is  often  con- 
veyed and  perpetuated,  hence  the  importance  of  destructive  measures 
against  these  rodents  is  obvious. 

Docks,  warehouses,  and  ships  provide  much  harbourage  for  rats, 
thus  making  it  necessary  to  constantly  devise  and  employ  ways  and 
means  to  get  rid  of  them  from  these  premises. 

The  Memorandum  of  the  Local  Government  Board  on  rat  destruc- 
tion contains  valuable  suggestions  which  have  been  adopted  with 
success. 

The  number  of  rats  around  the  docks  have  decreased  during  the 
past  two  vears,  owing  to'  the  removal  of  several  wooden  workshops  and 
sheds  from  the  south  side  of  No-.  i Dock  by  the  Barry  Railway  Co., 
and  also  by  the  measures  taken  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Officers  for 
destroying  them  by  virus  and  other  means. 

The  concrete  floors  of  the  transit  sheds  alongside  No.  2 Dock 
prevents  rats  burrowing,  consequently  their  numbers  are  more  easily 
kept  down.  The  proprietors  of  the  flour  mills  use  destructive 
measures  to  ensure  their  premises  being  kept  as  free  from  rats  as 
possible. 

Ships  arriving  directly  or  indirectly  from  infected  or  suspected 
ports  receive  special  attention,  so  as  to  direct  the  destruction  of  all 
rats  on  board. 
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Officers  of  grain  ships  are  supplied  with  rat  notices  for  fixing  on 
all  hatchways  and  other  parts  of  vessels.  The  orders  to1  destroy  rats 
on  board  and  burn  same  in  the  ship’s  furnaces  are  carried  out, 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Cardiff  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  .for  hospital  accommodation  on  the  Flat  Holm  Island  for 
isoalting  persons  suffering  from  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague  on 
board  ships.  The  expense  of  the  buildings  and  upkeep  of  the  hospital 
is  jointly  borne  with  Cardiff.  The  provision  made  is  for  16  beds,  in 
addition  to  the  apartments  and  offices  for  attendants.  The  island  is 
40  acres  in  extent,  and  about  4 miles  distant  from  the  mainland,  and 
is  situate  near  the  mooring  station  appointed  for  infected  vessels 
bound  for  Barry  Docks. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Seven  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  reported  on  vessels  entering 
the  docks  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  three  cases  for  1913. 
Three  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  also  notified. 

Vessels  upon  which  notifiable  disease  occurred  received  special 
attention. 

Preventive  measures  were  taken  in  each  case  of  disease  reported, 
and  the  crews  kept  under  observation  to  ensure  early  detection  of  any 
fresh  case  of  disease  on  board. 

The  following  is  a return  of  the  number  of  cases  reported  during 
the  year,  and  particulars  of  precautions  taken  to  control  infection  from 
same : — 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS.— On  March  the  21st,  the 
master  of  the  s.s.  Portia  reported  that  A.  R.  F.  (able  seaman),  aged 
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25  years,  was  ill  on  board.  Upon  medical  examination  he  was  notified 
to  be  suffering  with  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  was  removed  to 
the  Royal  Seamen’s  Hospital,  Cardiff.  The  forecastles  of  the  ship 
were  disinfected,  and  the  patient’s  bedding  and  clothing  removed  for 
steam  disinfection.  No  other  sickness  occurred  on  board.  The 
vessel  was  a small  coasting  trader,  and  arrived  at  Barry  from  Briton 
Ferry. 


TUBERCULOSIS  AND  PNEUMONIA.— The  s,s.  Mandalay 
arrived  at  Barry  on  March  the  28th  from  Zamdam,  at  which  port  the 
vessel  called  from  Rangoon.  The  master  reported  that  the  coolie 
quartermaster,  Bassa  Meah,  aged  24  years,  was  ill  on  board.  Upon 
medical  examination  he  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  Pneumonia  and  Abscesses.  He  was  removed  to  the 
Royal  Seamen’s  Hospital,  Cardiff.  His  room,  on  the  ship  was  dis- 
infected and  cleansed  with  a disinfectant  solution,  and  his  bedding 
and  clothing  disinfected  in  the  steam  disinfector.  The!  man  died  3 
or  4 days  after  admission  to  the  hospital.  No  other  case  of  sickness 
occurred  amongst  the  crew  while  the  vessel  was  at  Barry. 


PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS.— The  s.s.  Ivaliba  arrived  at 
Barry  on  July  the  6th  from  Rotterdam,  and  the  master  reported  that 
A.  S.  (fireman),  aged  43  years,  was  ill  on  board.  The  patient  was 
medically  examined,  and  found  to  be  suffering  with  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis. He  remained  on  board,  and  improved  in  health  while  the 
vessel  was  at  Barry,  and  was  able  to  continue  his  duties,  so  proceeded 
to  sea  and  was  provided  with  suitable  accommodation  apart  from  the 
other  members  of  the  crew.  The  forecastles  of  the  ship  were  dis- 
infected while  the  ship  was  in  this  port. 


TNPHOTD  FEVER. — On  August  19th  the  s.s.  Maretti  N. 
arrived  from  Augusta  (Italy),  and  Z.  P.  (able  seaman),  aged  17  years, 
was  found  ill  on  board.  He  was  medically  examined  and  notified!  to 
be  suffering  with  1 yphoid  Fever.  He  was  forthwith  removed  to  the 
Barry  Sanatorium,  and  his  clothing,  bedding,  and  other  effects  taken 
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to  the  steam  disinfector  for  disinfection.  The  crew’s  quarters  were 
fumigated,  the  drinking-water  tanks  were  emptied  and  cleansed  before 
taking  a fresh  supply  of  water  on  board. 


TYPHOID  FEVER. — The  s.s.  Caledonia  docked  at  Barry  on 
August  20th,  after  lying  at  anchor  for  several  days  in  the  Channel  off 
Cardiff.  On  the  17th  day’  of  August  the  chief  officer  of  the  Cardiff 
Port  Sanitary  Authority  telephoned  to  say  that  the  third  engineer  had 
been  removed  from  the  s,s.  Caledonia  on  that  date,  and  that  he  was 
notified  to  be  suffering  with  typhoid  fever.  On  arrival  at  Barry  the 
vessel  was  visited,  and  two  of  the  crew  found  to'  be  ill  on  board.  Upon 
medical  examination  they  were  notified  as  suffering  with  Typhoid 
Fever,  ,and  were  removed  to  the  Barry  Sanatorium  for  treatment.  The 
men  were  R.  N.  (ordinary  seaman),  aged  19  years,  and  H.  E.  (able 
seaman),  aged  25  years. 


Their  clothing  and  bedding  was  removed  for  steam  disinfection. 
The  crew’s  quarters  were  disinfected.  A sample  of  drinking  water 
was  taken  for  analysis  from  the  ship’s  water  tanks,  and  reported  to'  be 
contaminated.  The  master  was  ordered  to  have  the  ship’s  tanks 
emptied  and  cleanser,  and  this  work  was  done  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Port  Sanitary  Officers  before  fresh  drinking  water  was  taken 
on  board.  The  crew  were  under  daily  observation,  and  no'  other  case 
of  Typhoid  occurred  on  board  while  the  vessel  was  at  Barry. 


TYPHOID  FEVER. — On  September  the  15th  a second  case  of 
Typhoid  was  reported  on  board  the  Marietta  N.,  the  patient  being  the 
Greek  steward,  aged  27  years.  He  was  removed  to  the  Barry  Sana- 
torium for  treatment.  The  origin  of  the  disease  could  not  be  traced  with 
certainty;  but  it  was  supposed  that  the  first  Typhoid  patient  had  con- 
tracted the  disease  at  Augusta  (Italy),  and  that  the  second  patient  was 
infected  by  contact  with  the  first  case.  The  drinking  water  in  the 
ship’s  tanks  (which  was  taken  on  board  at  Augusta),  was,  upon 
analysis,  found  to  be  satisfactory  by  the  Analyst  at  the  County 
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Laboratory.  The  master,  however,  complied  with  the  request  of  the' 
Port  Sanitary  Authority,  to  empty  and  cleanse  the  drinking-water 
tanks  before  taking  fresh  water  on  board. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. — The  s.s.  Eugenia  J.  Diacakis  arrived  on 
October  20th  from  Brindisi,  am1  the  master  of  the  vessel,  J.  D.,  aged 
50  years,  was  found  ill  on  board.  Upon  medical  examination  he  was 
notified  to  be  suffering  with  Typhoid  Fever.  He  was  removed  to*  the 
Barry  Sanatorium,  where  he  died  of  the  disease  three  days*  later.  His 
bedding  clothing  and  other  effects  were  removed  for  steam  disinfec- 
tion and  the  cabin  and  other  apartments  on  the  ship  were  disinfected. 
The  drinking-water  tanks  were  emptied  and  cleansed,  and  fresh  water 
taken  on  board.  The.  crew  were  kept  under  daily  observation,  and  no 
case  of  sickness  occurred  on  the  vessel  while  in  this  port. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. — On  December  the  7 th  the  s.s..  Andrea 
arrived  at  Barry  from  Venice,  and  P.  G.  (boatswain),  aged  32  years, 
found  ill  on  board.  He  was  medically  examined,  and  notified  to*  be 
suffering  with  Typhoid  Fever.  He  was  removed  to  Barry  Sana- 
torium, and  his  clothing,  bedding  and  other  effects  taken  to  the  steam 
disinfector  for  disinfection.  A sample  of  water  was  taken  from  the 
ship’s  drinking-water  tanks  for  analysis.  This  was  reported  upon  by 
the  Analyst  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  as  contaminated,  and 
the  ship’s  water  tanks  were  emptied  and  cleansed  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Port  Sanitary  Officers.  No  other  case  of  sickness 
occurred  on  the  vessel  while  at  Barry. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. — The  Italian  s.s.  Clara  arrived  at  Barry 
on  December  the  21st,  and  P.  P.  (apprentice),  aged  23  years,  was 
found  to  be  ill  on  board.  He  was  medically  examined,  and  reported 
as  suffering  with  Typhoid  Fever,  and  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  for 
treatment.  His  beddine  and  clothing  were  taken  to  the  steam  appa- 
ratus for  disinfection.  His  apartments  on  the  vessel  were  disinfected. 
The  drinking-water  tanks  were  emptied  and  cleansed.  Daily  observa- 
tion were  made  of  the  crew.  No  other  case  of  Tvnhoid  occurred  oui 
the  vessel  while  at  this  port.

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INSPECTION  OF  SHIPPING. 

Vessels  are  inspected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  and  other  statutes.  Section  no  of  the  Act  of  1875  states 
that  a ship,  when  in  the  district  of  a Local  Authority,  shall  be  dealt 
with  as  a house  within  the  district. 

The  duties  of  Port  Sanitary  Officers,  when  inspecting  ships,  in- 
clude attention  to  cleanliness,  lighting,  vein  ti' ration,  and  the  provision 
of  stoves  or  other  suitable  means  of  warming  the  crews’  living  spaces ; 
also  the  prevention  of  dampness  and1  offensive  effluvia  in  same. 

Water  closets,  chain  lockers,  limbers,  bilges,  holds,  and  fore  and 
aft  peaks  often  require  attention.  Drinking-water  tanks  and  store- 
rooms for  provisions  are  also  inspected,  and  orders  given  for  cleansing 
same,  when  necessary. 

The  tabulated  particulars  given  in  this  report  indicate  the  large 
Port  Sanitary  Authority  was  continued  during  the  year  1914.  A staff 
of  four  inspectors  is  employed ; this  provision  permits  of  an  officer 
being  on  duty  at  all  times,  thus  ensuring  promptness  ini  the  inspection 
of  vessels  upon  arrival. 

The  tabulated  particulars  given  in  this  report  indcate  the  large 
amount  of  attention  necessary  in  the  inspection  of  vessels  in  a port 
such  as  Barry,  where  most  of  the  ships  are  engaged  in  the  coal  trade. 

9 

It  can  hardly  be  expected  that  ships  of  the  best  class  would  be 
used  for  carrying  coal,  hence  the  work  devolving  upon  the  Sanitary 
staff  is  greater  than  it  is  in  ports  where  vessels  are  engaged  with  cleaner 
cargoes. 

In  addition  to  the  export  of  coal,  which  amounted  to  10,837,834 
tons  for  the  past  year,  a large  import  trade  of  pitwood  is  carried  on, 
and  in  summer  time,  when  deck  cargoes)  are  allowed,  the  approaches 
to  the  crews’  quarters  are  often  almost  entirely  obstructed,  and  the' 
light  and  ventilation  to  the  foreacstles  greatly  diminished. 
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In  the  majority  of  ships  the  seamen  are  housed  in  the  forecastles, 
and  the  accommodation  afforded  is  frequently  unsatisfactory.  Great 
improvement  would  result  from  the  adoption  of  a rule  to  provide  crews’ 
living  spaces  either  midships  or  aft.  In  the  few  ships  where  such  an 
arrangements  is  carried  out,  the  seamen  are  much  more  healthilv  and 
comfortably  housed. 

Much  attention  has  been  devoted  to  ship  inspection  daily  during 
the  year.  The  inspectors  employed  are1  fully  certificated  men,  and 
have  efficiently  performed  their  duties. 

Special  visits  have  been  made  to  vessels  arriving  from  home  ports, 
upon,  communications  being  received  from  'Sanitary  Officers  of  the 
various  ports  complaining  of  defects  on  board  for  which  they  have 
served  notices. 

The  necessary  cleansing  and  repairs  have  frequently  been  done 
at  Barry,  and  notices  complied  with  before  the  vessels  proceeded  to 
sea. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  a record  is  kept  of  all  vessels  inspected,  and  the  result  of  such 
inspection.  All  defects  found  are  recorded.  The  attention  of  the 
Master  or  Officer  in  Charge  of  any  vessel  is  at  once  acquainted  with 
the  nature  of  the  defects  discovered,  and  the1  work  required  to' be  ne. 


The  notices  served  for  abatement  of  nuisances  during  the  year 
under  review  received  due  attention,  and  all  notices  were  complied  with 
at  the  time  of  making  thisi  report'. 

The  number  of  vessels  inspected  was  3,347,  as  compared  with 
3,161  for  1913,  an  increase  of  186  for  the  past  year. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  was  5,234,  which  include 
1,887  extra  visits  made  for  notices  served,  or  for  sickness  on,  board, 
and  276  visits  for  enforcing  compliance  with  Board  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  Orders  re  animals  on  board. 


Four  hundred  and  twenty-five  vessels  were  found  with  the  living 
spaces  or  the  sanitary  conveniences  in  a more  or  less  dirty  or  defective 
condition,  as  compared  with  429  for  1913.  Two  hundred1  and  thirty 
written  notices  were  served,  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  verbal 
orders  were  given  to  owners  or  officers  in  charge  to  remedy  insanitary 
conditions. 


All  orders  issued  were  complied  with,  and  no  statutory  notices 
were  served. 


The  number  of  seamen  entering  the  port  during  1914  was  73,373, 
as  compared  with  69,448  for  1913.  The  floating  population  of  the 
district  is  approximately  1,250. 


Table  III.  shows  the  number  of  vessels — foreign  and  coastwise — 
inspected,  and  the  proportion  which  were  found  more  or  less  defective. 
Occasionally,  serious  defects  are  found  to  exist  in  connection  with  the 
crews’  quarters  on  vessels,  but  whatever  the  nuisance  may  be,  it  is  of 
great  importance,  in  the  interest  of  the  health  and  well-being  of  the 
seamen,  that  all  matters  requiring  attention  should  be  remedied  while 
the  vessels  are  in  port. 


\ Table  TV.  indicates  the  nationality  of  the  ships,  and  shows  t-he 
na'/nber  of  sailing  and  steamships  inspected. 


Table  V.  gives  the  number  of  forecastles,  berths,  closets,  etc., 
cleansed,  painted,  or  litnewashed,  and  the  nationality  to  which  the 
ship  belongs. 


Table  VI.  is  a record  of  the  number  of  samples  of  drinking  water 
taken  for  analysis  from  ships’  tanks  during  the  year.  The  results  of 
analysis  are  also  given.  Tn  each  case,  where  the  water  was  unsatisfac- 
tory, tanks  were  emptied  and  cleansed,  and  a fresh  supply  of  water 
taken  on  board  at  this  port.

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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  INSPECTION. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Officers  have  made  frequent  inspections  of  all 
sanitarv  conveniences  on  the  dockside,  and  those  provided  for  work- 
men at  the  various  factories  and  workshops  around  the  docks. 

Nuisances  discovered  have  been  reported  upon,  and  the  persons 
responsible  for  same  were  requested  to  remedy  all  defects  and  want  of 
cleanliness,  where  necessary. 

The  Barry  Railway  Company  have  given  regular  attention  to  all 
sanitary  conveniences  provided  for  the  use  of  their  dock  workers. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  premises  around  the  docks  are  in  a 
fairly  satisfactory  condition. 


QUAYSIDE  NUISANCES. 

Nuisances  are  often  caused  by  filth  discharged  from  ships  on  the 
dock  walls.  During  the  year  65  orders  were  issued  to  officers  in  charge 
of  vessels  to  remove  nuisances  of  this  nature,  and  23  orders  were  given 
for  removal  of  offensive  refuse  on  the  dockside.  All  orders  issued  for 
these  matters  have  received  prompt  attention. 


DISINFECTION  OF  SHIPS,  ETC. 

Seventeen  vessels  and  1,167  articles  of  bedding,  clothing,  etc., 
were  disinfected  on  account  of  Infectious  Disease  and  other  causes. 
When  inspecting  vessels,  orders  are  often  given  to  destroy  dirty  and 
verminous  beds  by  burning  same  in  the  ships’  furnaces;  during  the 
year  97  beds  were  disposed  of  in  this  way.  Offensive  refuse  on  vessels 
have  also  been  destroyed  in  the  same  manner  on  45  vessels. 


FOREIGN  ANIMALS  ORDERS,  1910-1913. 


These  orders  prohibit  the  importation  of  animals  into  British 
home  ports  from  scheduled  ports  and  countries. 


Clause  2 of  the  1910  Order  states  : — 

*'  It  shall  not  be  lawful,  except  under  the  authority  of  a license 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  subject  to  any 
conditions  thereby  imposed,  to  bring  into  port  in  Great  Britain  any 
cattle,  sheep,  goats,  or  swine  brought  for  a port  in  a scheduled  country, 
but  this  article  shall  not  apply  to  any  vessel  not  bound  to  a port  in 
Great  Britain,  which  comes  into  a port  under  stress  of  weather  or  for 
repairs,  or  for  any  purpose  other  than  the  delivery  or  shipment  of 
cargo.” 

The  Chief  Port  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  appointed  Inspector 
under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council, 
to  carry  out  the  Foreign  Animals  Order,  1910,  and  other  Orders  of 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 


All  notices  issued  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  have  been  duly 
enforced. 


The  number  of  vessels  arriving  from  home  and  foreign  ports  with 
dogs  and  other  animals  on  board  was  242.  The  particulars  relating 
to  same  areas  follows  : — 207  vessels  with  224  dogs,  and  35  vessels  with 
other  animals,  viz.,  83  pigs,  18  horses,  4 goats,  7 sheep,  and  1 bear. 


The  Board  of  Agriculture  issued  26  notices  on  the  masters  of 
vessels  to  cleanse  and  disinfect  all  fittings  and  pens  used  for  the 
animals  on  board.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-six  visits  were  made1  to 
vessels  having  animals  on  board,  for  the  enforcement  of  notices  issued1 
under  the  Foreign  Animals  Orders.  All  notices  were  complied  with. 


ALIENS  ACT,  1905. 

On  December  21st,  19x4,  the  Belgian  s.s.  Luxembourg  arrived 
from  Rotterdam  with  104  refugee  Belgians  on  board.  The  whole  of 
the  persons  were  medically  examined,  and  two>  seamen  were  found  to 
be  ill,  one  suffering  with  Acute  Rheumatism,  and  the  other  with 
Jaundice.  These  were  removed  to  the  Seamen’s  Hospital,  Cardiff, 
and  the  other  101  refugees,  who  were  mostly  women  and  children,  were 
sent  to  suitable  homes  in  various  districts. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 


The  Public  Health  (Unsound  Food)  Regulations,  and  the  Foreign 
Meat  Regulations  have  been  carried  out,  so  far  as  their  provisions  re- 
late to  the  inspection  of  food  arriving  by  ship  from  home  and  foreign 
ports. 


Considerable  quantities  of  frozen  and  chilled  meat  have  arrived 
by  rail  for  storage  and  distribution,  but  no’  importation  direct  by  ships 
have  been  brought  to  the  docks. 

Three  part-cargoes  of  apples,  onions,  fish,  and  other  food  material 
arrived  from  Boulogne,  Oporto,  and  Galveston  on  June  30th,  August 
xxth  and  14th.  These  foodstuffs  were  inspected,  and  found  in  good1 
condition. 

Frequent  visits  were  made  throughout  the  year  to>  the  cold  stores 
alongside  No.  2 Dock,  and  the  various  foodstuffs  inspected.  One 
hundred  and  ninety-two  pounds  of  meat  were  found  unfit  for  food,  and 
destroyed. 

On  August  19th  a large  quantity  of  food  was  inspected  on  the 
seized  German  s.s.  Ulla  Boog,  and  the  following  found  unfit  for  human 
consumption  : — 45  lbs.  of  salt  pork,  80  lbs.  of  butter,  9 lbs.  of  raisins, 
5 lbs.  of  prunes,  and  70  lbs.  of  bread.  These  were  destroyed. 


The  grain  imported  during  1914  amounted  to  87,331  tons,  com- 
pared with  86,839  tons  f°r  the  previous  year.  Twenty-five  large 
cargoes  arrived  from  foreign,  and  ninety-four  smaller  cargoes  from 
'home  ports  in  coasting  vessels.  A large  part  discharged  from  the 
coasttng  ships  had  been  received  from  large  vessels  from  foreign  at 
Liverpool  and  Avonmouth.  The  amount  of  grain  found  unfit  for 
Hour-making  was  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  tons.  1 his  was  used  for 
animal  feeding  stuffs. 

The  Local  Government  Board  approved  the  appointment  of  the 
Chief  Port  Sanitary  Officer  (Inspector  C.  Hockley)  to  act  under  the 
Foreign  Meat  and  Unsound  Food  Regulations.  Three  of  the  Inspec- 
tors of  the  Port  Sanitary  Staff  possess  the  Meat  and  Food  Certificates  of 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 

The  Food  Regulations  have  been  carried  out  without  interference 
with  the  prompt  discharge  of  goods  from  vessels. 


The  following  Tables  give  the  total  Imports  and  Exports  for  the 
Years  1889  to  1913.

POSITION  OF  DOCKS. 

The  Bari  v Docks  consist  of  two  docks  and  a basin,  and  are  situate 
on  the  north  coast  of  the  Bristol  Channel.  There  is  a good  anchorage 
between  the  dock  entrance  and  Sully  Island,  which  is  suitable  for 
quarantine  purposes  in  case  of  infectious  disease  on  ships  bound  for 

Barry. 


ACCESS  OF  DOCKS. 

The  Docks  possess  great  advantages,  being  in  a sheltered  position 
and  close  to  deep  water,  and  within  the  Breakwater  an  area  of  32 
acres  of  water  space  is  included. 


ENTRANCES. 


Opposite  the  Breakwaters  are  two  entrances — one  low-water 
entrance  known  as  the  Lady  Windsor  Lock,  through,  which  vessels  can 
dock  and  undock  at  all  states  of  the  tide.  The  basin  entrance  is 
situated  alongside  the  low-water  lock,  and  is  a tidal  entrance.  It  is 
80  ft.  wide,  and  the  depth  of  water  on  the  cills  at  high  water  is  37.7  ft., 
and  low  water  9.7  ft. 

Among  other  facilities,  the  docks  include  37  coal  hoists  and  56 
cranes.  On  the  south  side  of  No.  2 dock  a transit  shed,  containing 
three  floors,  is  situated.  The  building  is  496  feet  long  and  17 1 feet 
6 inches  wide. 

An  extensive  ice  and  cold  store  and  flour  mills  are  also  situated 
on  No.  2 Dock. 


AREA  OF  DOCKS. 


The  total  water  area  of  the  docks  is  114  acres,  of  which  No.  1 
is  73  acres.  No.  2 is  34  acres,  and  No.  3 dock  7 acres,  with  a total 
quayage  of  19,940  feet. 


PORI'  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

In  reporting  upon  the  administrative  duties  performed  during  the 
year  under  the  powers  posessed  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  I have 
pleasure  in  stating  that  the  various  Public  Health  Acts,  Orders,  Bye- 
laws, and  Regulations  have  been  carried  out  agreeably  to  all  concerned. 

I appreciate  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  H.M.  Officers  of 
Customs,  of  the  Water  Guard  Sta.ff,  the  Officers  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  connected  with  shipping,  also  the  dock  offiicals  of  the  Barry 
Railway  Company,  who,  on  all  occasions,  willingly  afford  any  neces- 
sary assistance  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Officers.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  SEAMEN’S  LODGING  HOUSES 


The  Licensing  and  Inspection  of  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  are 
governed  by  Bye-laws  made  under  Section  48  of  the  Merchant  Shipping 
(Fishing  Boats)  Act,  1883,  which  enacts  that  the  Sanitary  Authority 
within  whose  district  any  seaport  town  is  situate  may,  with  the  sanction 
of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  from  time  to  time  make,  re- 
voke, alter,  or  amend  Bye  laws  and  Regulations  relating  to  Seamen’s 
Lodging  Houses  in  such  towns,  which  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons 
and  bodies  keeping  houses  in  which  seamen  are  lodged,  and  the  owners 
thereof,  and  the  persons  employed  therein. 

Such  Bye-laws  and  Regulations  shall,  amongst  other  things,  pro- 
vide of  the  licensing  of  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses,  the  inspection 
of  the  same,  the  publication  of  the  fact  of  a house  being  licensed,  the 
due  execution  of  the  Bye-laws  and  Regulations,  and  the  non-obstruc- 
tion of  persons  engaged  in  securing  such  execution,  the  preventing 
of  persons  not  duly  licensed  holding  themselves  out  as  keeping,  or 
purporting  to  keep,  licensed  houses,  and  the  exclusion  from  licensed 
houses  of  persons  of  improper  character,  and  sufficient  penalties  for 
the  breach  of  such  Bye-laws  and  Regulations,  not  exceeding  in  any 
case  the  sum  of  ^50. 

In  the  event  of  any  offence  being  committed  under  the  Bye- 
laws and  Regulations,  such  offence  shall  be  deemed  contrary  to  the 
Merchant  Shipping  Acts,  1854  to  1883,  and  the  person  offending  may 
be  punished  accordingly. 

The  Barry  Urban  District  Council  act  as  Licensed  Authority 
for  the  licensing  and  inspection  of  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  in  their 
district. 

The  bye-laws  relating  to  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district 
are  enforced  by  frequent  day  and  night  inspection  of  all  premises  used 
for  the  lodging  of  seamen. 
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The  number  of  Licensed  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  in  the  dis- 
trict is  here  given,  with  particulars  relating  to  licensing  and  inspection 
during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1914  : —

To  provide  against  overcrowding,  and  to'  ensure  the  amount  of 
cubic  air  space  for  each  seaman  as  prescribed  by  the  Council’s  Bye- 
laws, all  bedrooms  are  measured,  and  a card  fixed  in  eaci  room  stating 
the  number  of  men  that  may  be  allowed  to  occupy  each  sleeping  apart- 
ment, and  that  a separate  bed  must  be  available  for  each  seaman. 

1’ he  enforcement  of  good  sanitary  conditions  and  thorough  cleanli- 
ness of  the  premises  is  ensured  by  frequent  inspections. 

The  total  amount  of  accommodation  for  seamen  in  the  houses 
registered,  and  particulars  relating  to'  inspection,  is  given  in  the

In  most  instances  the  license  holders  endeavour  to  conform  with 
the  Council’s  Bye-laws  in  the  conduct  of  their  Seamen’s  Lodging 
Houses,  and  it  may  be  said  that  the  premises,  generally,  are  main- 
tained in  a satisfactory  and  sanitary  state,  and  mat  the  seamen  in  the 
district  are  boused  under  healthy  conditions. 


The  houses  are  open  to*  inspection  by  the*  sicensing  Committee, 
and  also  to*  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  district  and  the 
county. 


During  the  year  Dr.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  visited  the  town,  and  inspected  a large  number  of  Seamen’s 
Lodging  Houses,  and  afterwards  reported  most  favourably  upon  the 
premises. 


As  a result  of  visiting  houses  re  the  illegal  lodging  of  seamen,  nine 
persons  have  been  reported  to  the  Licensing  Committee.  In  most 
cases  a letter  of  warning  was  sent  to*  the  persons  reported  by  the  Clerk 
to  the  Council,  and  in  one  instance  legal  proceedings  taken  against  the 
offender,  and  a fine  of  ^5  and  9 shillings  costs  was  imposed. 


The  registering  of  all  houses  where  seamen  are  lodged  facilitates 
the  prompt  inspection,  when  necessary,  on  account  of  infectious 
disease  particularly,  in  cases  where  seamen  come  to*  the  town  from  other 
ports,  after  leaving  vessels  which  have  arrived  from  foreign  ports  in- 
fected with  Yellow  Fever,  Cholera,  or  Plague. 
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During  the  year  under  review,  26  special  visits  were  made  to 
houses  where  seamen  were  reported  to  be,  who  had  previously  been 
exposed  to  infection  on  board  ship  or  in  a foreign  port. 


The.  applications  for  renewal  of  licenses  to  lodge  seamen  were 
submitted  to  the  Superintendent  of  Police  (David  Morris)  for  the  dis- 
trict, who  has  on  all  occasions  most  readily  assisted  the  Council  in 
every  possible  way,  and  the  characters  of  the  license  holders  have,  in 
most  cases,  been  satisfactory.
